c< mmaxd each battalion district, and of a 
Captain, ,k b ^ * 1^8 ^ Second, and Third Lieutea-

At as early a date as practicable after such 
election has been held, you will cause to as- 
semble for drill, at some convenient poin', all 
officers within your regimental district, to 
whom you will then cause fo be read from 
the State Guard Law, a copy of which is 
herewith enclosed, article 2d, treating of the 
enrolled militia; portions of article 6th, treat- 
ing of the organisation of the volunteer mili- 
tia; and such other parts of the law as may, in 
> our judgment, be necee'ary to inform each 
(fiScer of Lis duty, which duty he is expected 
toperfoim. 

It te prefcired that one company consisting 
ot beiwten forty-two anl out- hundred and 
ft nrtern men, rank and tile, sh aid be raided 
in your dutrict, a.- pns.-nb- a in article 6th. of 
tbe rniiiua its, snd it will be styled as of The 
Kentucky State Uaard. 

But one company in each regimental district 
of the State will necessarily be placed on a 
war footing; and to such volunteer company 
taised according to article I ith, will be given 
the preferer.ee. Should the necessity of com- 
plying with this law, and of averting the 
tbreaunirg danger* to oar State, prove insuffi- 
cient to induce enough members of the en- 
rolled militia to nnite in forming at least a 
minimum company of the State Guard — four 
commissioned, ten non-commissioned officers, 
•nd twenty -eight privates— it will become the 
imperative duty ot the military authorities of 
the State to determine by draft which of the 
members of your rcgimeut, to the number of 
a maximum company, will be compelled to de- 
fend tktmMtlvet. 

It te not anticipated that any of your com- 
mand will ever be required for service beyond 
tbe limiU of yonr county, and this organiza- 
tion te expected to avert any danger which 
migLt threaten the State, should it continue

Our 
friend sends us also a Southern almanac for 
tbe year 1863, "the 87th of American I nde- 
peodeoce and 3d of the Southern Confedera- 
cy, " published at the office of the Lynchburg 
Yirginian. Accordingto this veritable chron- 
icle, we have had more men killed in battle 
than we ever claimed to have in the field. It 
says Humphrey Marshall killed 200, and 
wounded more than that number, at Middle 
Creek; that at Fort Douelson our lases were 
7,000 killed, to say nothing of the wounded; 
at Shiloh 23,000 is the modest total of our 
casualties; at Manassas, 11,000; at Richmond, 
Ky., 11,000; at Munfordville, 6,000; at Perry- 
viiie, 20,000; at HartsviUe, Tenn., 2,000; and 
there is hardly a skirmish recorded in which 
our loss is cot set down as heavy, immense, 
great slaughter, Ac. The almanac, altogether, 
is a curiosity, as showing how terribly the 
rebels lie and brag, whUe they smooth over 
their own reverses, as evacuations or retir- 
ingss, and make all their defeats equal to so 
many victories in glory, booty t and spoils.

The message which the President seat to 
General Meade last Saturday deser ves to be 
recorded as part of the history of the cam- 
paign now drawing to a close. Mr. Lincoln 
told Gee. Meade he must find and fight the 
enemy at once; that if he won a vi-tory he 
should have all the glory, bat if defeated he ; 
himself would, as Commander-in-Chief, as- 
sume the responsibility. 

This is from a Washiagtoa despatch of the 
21st, pablished by us yesterday. I f true, it is, 
we think, exceedicgly discreditable to the ! 
Presidect. He koows oothing about military I 
af fairs. He was not elected on accoant of any 
supposed knowledge of such affairs. Proba- 
bly there was not an intelligent mta in the 
United States more ignorant of them at that 
time, and he has had no opportunitj of learn- I 
ing anything of them since except by talking 
and receiving military letters acd derpatches 
in the White House and riding out to look 
occasionally lor an Lour or so at a dress 
parade. His power, so freely exercised, 
to put op and put down General* 
doesn't make him a General. Prob- 
ably he couldn't carry a regiment or a 
company or even a squad of tuilitia through 
the most ordinary maceavres to save his 
life. Hence, if he has told Gen. Meade per- 
emptorily that he must find and fight Lee at 
ence, he is guilty of an act of monstrous pre- 
sumption, audacity, and insaaity. He knows 
literally nothing as to Lee's position, aad, 
if he knew what it is to-day, he couldn t 
know what it will probably be to-morrow 
or the cext day. He iodicates his ignorance 
upoa this Bubject by telliag Meade that he 
must "find ' Lee— that he must look for him, 
search for him, scour the couatry for him. 

The time of giving battle should of coarse 
be left to the General ia the field aad the mil- 
itary advisers immediately around him. If 
he has shown himself incompetent, another 
should be promptly appointed in his place, but 
iet co General in the field and in the vicinity 
of the enemy be controlled by a no-General 
a hundred milee oil' ae to the time of battle. 
When Meade "finds the rebel army, he may 
fiod it streegthened by powerful reinforce- 
ments and occupying a well fortified and most 
fotmieJable poeition, bnt, according to the 
despatches, he must attack it at once, be the 
hazards what they may. It seems the Presi- 
dent said to Meade, that, in the eveat of his 
attacking according to orders aad being ds- 
feated, he himself would, as Commauder- 
io-Chief, assume the responsibility. But 
Meade has no right to make an at- 
tack if bis whole judgment disapproved 
it simply because the President is willing to 
bear the blame of defeat. In sach a case, he 
cbould either resiga or disobey orders and de- 
fy the cocse'iueaces. The Presideot may talk 
very boldly about taking responsibility, but 
if, in coosequeace of his official orders, the 
Army of the Potomac were terribly defeated, 
Wasbiugton, Baltimore, and Philadelphia 
j captured, and Maryland and Pennsylvania 
overran, despoiled, and desolated by the huu- 
gry and vengeful rebel hosts, he would prob- 
ably ficd his "responsibility" as Cain found 
his punishment, greater than he could bear. 

We should not be disposed perhaps to at-

Before the 
fentecce was put into execution, from certain 
disclosures which were develot-ed, Kiag was 
retained in prison as a spy. 

The evidence against him, the Enquirer 
says, accamulated, and it became positively 
retain that the authorities had ia custody a 
dangerous person, one who had for a series of 



months prowled aronnd the camps aad all the 
military stations aad headquarters at Ciucia- 
nati and elsewhere. About five weeks since, 
by the aid of a rope, King and Col. Pattin, a 
Confederate officer, made their escape from 
McLean Barracks, in Cincinnati, by descend- 
ing from an apper- story window. The escape 
was regarded as a misfortune, aa 1 immediate 
steps were taken to recapture the pair. On 
Saturday, Colonel Pattin was captured ia the 
interior of Kentucky, acd taken back to Cin- 
cinnati and lodged in prison.

Believing that King 
was still in Cincinnati, Reaney procured from 
Porter one of King s photographic carte de 
vititet, aad had a dozen copies immediately 
taken. These were placed in the hands of his 
officers throughout the city aad a close watch 
was kept up day and night for King. 
Wednesday evening two of the detectives dis- 
covered their game walking down Vine street 
near Seventh, atteatively reiJing a 
per. One of the detectives 
luted the well-dressed get. 
do yon do, Mr. King?"

King started back; and, discovering that he 
was caught, accompanied the officers to Mar- 
shal Reaney's office, when he was searched 
and found to have in his possession a pair of 
handsome pistols, considerable Confederate 
money, and an English passport, under an as- 
sumed name. Other papers were found on 
him, the nature of which it would be improper 
at this time to make known to the public.

Lipancn Branch Extrusion.— We have re- 
ceived many important suggestions in refer- 
ence to the extension of the Lebanon branch 
ol the Nashville railroad se as to secure to onr 
city a constant supply of fuel and the trade 
of the mountain regions of our State and East 
Tt r nessee. / We are informod that some years 
since Col. William McKee made a survey of 
the country through Lincoln and Rockcastle 
counties on the way to Cumberiacd Gap for 
the location of a railroad, la ihU he marked 
two routes through Rockcastle county; start- 
ing at Crhb Orchard, he ran up Dick's River 
and Negro Creek, crossing over upon the 
waters of Skegg's Creek, then surveying down 
i;s east and west forks to where they con- 
verge into the main stream, and thence to 
Rockcastle river/ By taking the survey do-n 
the east fork of Skegg's Creek, the road will 
run within one and a half mileot Mount Ver- 
r on, thirteen miles beyond Crab Orchard, and 
two miles beyond Mount Vernon the coal 
mines set in, and all along the Blaffd of tha 
creek there are as fine coal banks as can be 
found in the United States, coataiuiDg ex- 
baustless quantities, the veins being from three 
to three and a half feet in thickness, the 
coal of very fine quality and perfectly suscep- 
tible of beieg mined advantageously. Many 
of the carboniferous measures of that region 
have '..tier been opened or worked from the 
•act tbat theie was no market available) tor 
the produce. Along the Rockcastle river, 
sume fourteen miles below Mount Yernou, the 
rtixs are four and five feet thick. I: will b» 
seen then that upon the completion of the 
road to that section, the attention of miners 
will be immediately invited, where they can 
rentbackeat ycry reasonable rates, sad, by 
making Louisville a coal depot, any demand 
tor fuel can be supplied. We are not prepared 
to make any estimate of the comparative ost 
of transporting coal from the interior of our 
Slate by rail, or from Pittsburg by water, 
though we arc aware that there is a great ad- 
vantage in flavor of river communicatioa gen- 
erally.

No road that cou'.d 
be built or projected would be of the same 
importance and vaiu'i to tbe State as the one 
proposed, and if is imperativ ly demanded by 
t'ue necessities of the Government for the trans- 
portation of muoitiocs of war into East Ten- 
nessee.

The sudden withdrawal of Lee's army is an- 
pUined. Information jutt received at heai- 
quartera from Washington, confirmed by de- 
serters and prisoners, render ir certain that 
burns.de is gaining a position in the rear of 
the rebel army and actually threatening their 
ebi«f bene of supplies, Lynchburg. 

Deserters state that on Friday night Lee re- 
ceded orders from Richmond to fall back on 
Gordonsville in all haste and protect Lynch- 
burg from the advance of Bu-nsides army, 
already within a hundred miiet of that place. 
Lee at one* commenced a retrograde move- 
ment, completing the withdrawal from our 
immediate front of all l<u k small picket by 
Saturday night. 

Tbe movement of the enemy was supposed 
to be on Sunday, and preparations w<ire be- 
in? made to reconnoitre in force to had Lee's 
whereabout*, but certain contradictory in- 
formation previous to a movement to our right 
caused delay. 

Ou Sunday nigh: positive intelligence was 
received of tbe enemy's retreat, Bnford's and 
Kilpatrick's cavalry started at once in pursuit, 
At daylight the next morning the whole 
army advanced. Buford came up with Lee's 
rear in front of Thoroughfare Gap on Monday 
i.oon, when a severe skirmish ensued. The 
t^b<l cavalry, with artillery covering their 
rear, wheeled and gave battle. Buford met 
ibem with CHva'ry and the artillery then fol- 
luwed on. Tbe artillery duel was one of the 
meat epirited on record.

Gen. Schofield has issued an order for the 
government of tbe November election in this 
State. Judges of election will be held strictly 
responsible tbr.t none but qualified voters be 
allowed to vote, and any action on their 
part excluding Qualified voters from the polls 
will be punished as a military offence. Any 
person having borne arms against the govern- 
ment, and given aid and comfort to its ene- 
mies during the present rebellion, who shall 
presume to act as jndge or clerk of said elec- 
tion, and any county judge who shall know- 
ingly appoint such person aa judge of elec- 
tion, will be deemed guilty of a violation of 
military, orders, and be punished accordingly. 

In those parts of the State where there is 
danger of interference by guerillas or combi- 
nations of persons intended to overawe or 
intimidate legal voters, the various military 
'ommanders are directed to prevent such 
interference, but where such protection is 
unnecessary troops will absent themselves 
fn m polls entirely, and are permitted to vote 
only at polls open at the headquarters of their 
respective camps or detachments.

Scbofiold, as similar acts could hive been 
committed by Grierson or Jr»hn Morgan, h»1 
. tbey chosen to commit them. H» approves of 
Schofield'a action in preventirg the counter- 
raid into Missouri by the citizens of K^n 1 ".?, 
as it we.9 the only safe way to avoid an indis- 
criminate slaughter. He says th» charges that 
S-.-hi/fieid baa purposely withheld protection 
irom loyal people, and purpojely facilitated 
the objects of the disloyal, is altogether be- 
yond tbe power of his belief wi h his present 
views; he, therefore, declines to remove Scac- 
field. 

Regarding the enrolled militia, he says he 
shall ascertain better than he now knows 
wbar its exact valne is, and in the meantime 
declines to disband it, and expresses bis grat- 
itude for the aid it rendered Schofield in June 
last, thereby enabling him to strengthen 
Grant at the time reinforcements were im- 
peratively npeded.

I hold 
tbet whoever commands in Missouri or els 
wbere is responsible to me and not to either 
the radicals or conservatives. I; is my duty 
to hear all, but at lest I must within my 
sphere judge what to do and what to forbear. 

The President's letter to Schofield enjoins 
upon him to advance the efficiency of the 
military power of Mis-ouri, and use it, as far 
ss practicable, to compel the excited people so 
let ODe another alone. He directs the General 
to arreet oniy individuals, suppress asieui- 
Hio? or newspapers when they are working

The following despatch has just been re- 
ceived from Brigadier- General Crook, com- 
manding the 2d cavalry division, dated 
Roeeraville, Oct 10, 1803: I have to inform 
you that 1 have had three fights with the en- 
emy since I left Seqnatcbie Valley, whipping 
him very badly each time. Tbe last battle, 
ecding at Farmington, Teon., where I fought 
Wheeler's entire command with but two bri- 
gades. I tut hu force in two, scattering a large 
portion of it capturing f»ur pieces of artil- 
lery, 1,000 stand of cavalrr arms, and HJ 
prisoners, besides the wounded. 

As I pushed on after the enemy immedi- 
ately, I have not been able to ascertain the 
number of their killed and wounded, but it 
* as very heavy. They were scattered over a 
distance of 15 miles from this place. Tbeir 
retieat wae a perfect rout their men deserting 
and straggling over the country. I pursued 
them wiih great vigor, but, their horses being 
; better then mine, I was only able to come up 
j with two regiments at Sugar Creek, left there 
to detain me. I made a charge on them, cap- 
turing some 000 and scattering the remainder 
in tbe mountains. I reached tb« river, and I 
fort ri that they had all crossed at a ford three 
miles above Sam's Ferry. I never saw troops 
more demoralized. I am satisfied their 1 jss 
in tlis raid was not less than 2,000. No fears 
nerd be entertained of their making another 
raid.
